The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common technical feature common to all groups "a room-temperature 
molten salt comprising a mixture of two or more organic salts with different anionic 
moieties and different organic cationic moieties, the room-temperature molten salt 
having a solidifying point lower than that of any of the individual organic salts" is well- 
known in the art, and thus lacks unity. Evidence of lack of unity is found in JP 2002- 
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1 10230 cited in the International Search Report. As such, the special technical features 
of the claimed invention are not found to define a contribution over prior art. 

If Group I is elected, an election of species is required. This application
